SARTO BROKE DOWN. 
AT FIRST REFUSED PAPACY. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRE&SS—P.M.! 
ROME, Aug. 4.—{By Atlantic Cabie.) 
Tonight, all Rome is illuminated in 
honor ot the new Pontiff. His election 
and the assumption of his holy office 


were marked by a striking demonstra- 


tion and impressive ceremonies at the 


Vatican, which ended only this even- 


ing. Tomorrow, the new Pope, clad in 
hie full Pontifical robes and with all 


the ritualistic ceremony, WHI receive | 
the members of the diplomatic corps, | 


the cardinals and the bishops, who 


will then offer their official homage, 
fact that 


this notwithstanding the 
twice today the cardinals and many 
high offcials of the Vatican went 
through a similar ceremony., The date 
on which the coronation oF Pius X 
will take place has not yet been derid- 


ed, but the impression prevatis that it 


will take place August 9. 

Although the election vas over at 11 
o'clock this morning, and was an- 
nounced to the world forty-five minutes 
later by the apresrance of the new 
Pope at 
the conclave was not formally dis- 
solved until 5:20 o'clock this afternoon. 
The cardinals then returned to their 
various apartments in Rome, with the 
exception of Cardinals Oreglia and 
Rampolla. who temporarily retain their 
suites in the Vatican, and 
Cardinal Herrero y Espinosa, who is 
too ill to be moved for several days. 
It was to the sick cardinal that the 
new Pope paid his first visit after be- 
ing formally proclaimed Pontiac. The 
cardinals will remain in Rome for to- 
morrows ceremony, and should. the 
coronation be fixed for next Sunday, 
they are not likely to return to their 
homes until after that ceremony. 
With the exception of the Spanish 
Cardinal Herrero, all the prelates are 
in fairly good health. 

Tht election of the Patriarch of 
Venice this morning was unanimous. 
After Monday's ballots, it was a fore- 
gone conclusion that he was ihe only 
candidate sufficient!iy acceptable to all 
to secure the necessary two-thirds 
that the laws of the church require. 
One of the cardinals said to a represen- 
tative of the Associated Press tonight 
that he believed Pious X would fol- 
low the broad lines of Leo's policy, al- 
though he probably would not aceen- 
tuate it. This voices the general feel- 

here, which ts one of satisfaction. 

e new Pontiff is a man of simple 
origin. and although not a prominent 
candidate, he had been frequentiv men- 
tioned as one of the many cardina’s 
who might be taken up as a compro- 
In several respects he resem- 
predecessor, notably in his 
reputation for culture and piety. Hav- 
in- been associated with no factions, 
this fact alone won him much favor 
from f cardinals who were with- 
put a special candidate. Pius X was 
1 described as “a country 
anouse, who could not possibly find 
Ris way about Rome.“ 

RESEMBLES BROOKS. 

Venetians who know the new Pope 
well say that he will soon be as much 
beloved as Pontiff? as he was yester- 
day as the Patriarch of the poor of the 
Adriatic. In appearance, Pius X is a 
handsome man. He has a fine, erect 
figure. despite his 68 years. his face 
greatly resembling that of the late 
Philip Brooks of Boston. When he 
pronounced his first benediction today 
at St. Peters, his Voice rang out with 
splendid resonance. In every way to- 
day he showed bevond a doubt that he 
had dignity and personality in keeping 
with the best traditions associated 
with the famous Pontiffs who for cen- 
turies have ruled the Vatican. 

All the members of the Sacred Col- 
enge declare that they are well satis- 
fied with the election of Cardinal 
@arto, but that part opposed to Ram- 
polia believe that it is their special 
wictory.

WAR WESTERN 
PASSENGER RATES. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE. TO THE TIMES.) 


HICAGO, Aug. 4.+[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Further rate demoralization 
threatens the Western Passenger Bit- 
uation. The announcement of the in- 
tended action of the Chicago Great 
Western in regard to a fiat rate of 
two cents a mile for 1000-mile tickets 
has thrown the other roads into con- 
sternation, and they are now prepar- 
ing to make reprisals. Should the 
Chitégo Great Western carry out its 
intention, they say they will make a 
local one-way rate of two cents per 
mile. Some of them add that, the rate 
once established, it can never be 
taken out. 
result of such a course on the 
revenues of the roads can hardly be 
appreciated. Last year, the passen- 
ger earnings, as a whole, averaged 
about two and a third cents per mile. 
That rate took into consideration all 
reduced rates of every kind. The first 
effect of a general two-cent rate would 
therefore be to cause the roads the 
less of one-third of a cent for every 
mile traveled, providing all rates 
could be maintained on a _ two-cent 
besis. Nobody is foolhardy enough to 
suppose, however, that it would be 
any easier to maintain a two-cent 
basis than it has been found to be to 
maintain a three-cent basis. There 
would be just as much pressure upon 
them as now to make special excur- 
sion rates of one fare and a fare and 
a third as at present. Traveling men 
weuld be as persistet as they now are 
for mileage rates lower than those 
made the general public, and as com- 
petition would be as keen as it is at 
present, there would likely be as many 
concessions as there are now, so that 
the average rate would be reduced to 
a point far below the two-cent basis. 
Once a two-cent basis is put into 
effect, it is believed it would be found 
impossible to withdraw it, because 
every State Legislature in the West 
weuld inevitably take action to make 
the rate permanent as a maximum 
rate. The action of the roads them- 
selves would afford the lawmakers 
justification for taking that action. 
The whote situation is regarded as 
being extremely critical, and no stone 
will be left unturned to prevent the 
Chicago Great Western from carrying 
its contemplated action into effect. 
A meeting will be held in St. Paul 
August 10. At that meeting. all-year 
tourist rates, short-line rates, mileage 
rates and eastbound steamship rates 
will be thoroughly revised. 


ROCK ISLAND SYSTEM. 


THREE SETS OF OPERATIONS. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE, TIMES } 

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} In announcing the com- 
pletion of the plan by which the Rock 
Island interests have formed an en- 
tirely new Chicago-St. Louis line, the 
representatives of that company say 
that hereafter railroads in the Rock 
Island system grill be operated in three 
systems. First, there will be the old 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pactfic Rali- 


read, with recent extensiéns and im- 


provements; second, the St. Louis and 
San Francisco system, exclusive of the | 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois, recently 
acquired; third, the Chicagu, St. Louls, | 
Memphis and New Orleans, including 
half a dozen subsidiary lines acquired | 
by the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Company and about three hundred 


miles of new line to be built from 
Memphis to Fort Adams. 

The new company is joint owner with 
the Southern Railway of New Orleans 
terminal properties, and it will get into 
New Orleans over the trackage right 
on the Illinois Central. This new line 
between Chicago and New Orleans will 
be about fifty miles longer than the 
Illinois Central route. 

The following statement was pub- 
lished today as an authoritative ex- 
planation of the proposed Rock Island 
bond issue of $250,000,000. There is in 
the Rock Island system 800 miles of 
new road free from bonded indebted- 
ness, built during the past two years 
and paid out of the treasury at a cash 
outlay of $16,000,000. There is no emer- 
gency requiring immediate reimburse- 
ment of this money, but the manage- 
ment is making provision for its pay- 
ent. The cost of the construction of 
the St. Louis, Kansas City and Colo- 
rado road is being met in the 
same way money being checked out 
of the treasury. This, with the 
bridges, stations, second tracks, etc., 
calls for another $10,000,000, in addi- 
tion to providing for the repayment of 
approximately $26,000,000 described in 
the foregoing. There are outstanding 
$18,000,000 of Frisco collateral bonds, 
subject to the call at any interest 
period at 102, and $20,000,000 of Choc- 
taw collateral 4s subject to call at any 
interest period at 101. Old Rock Isl- 
and 6s to the amount of $12,000,000 will 
fall due in a few years. 

The ‘management deems it wise, 
while formulating a financial plan and 
policy, to make provision for contin- 
gencies of the distant future, and do 
it all at once, instead of piecemeal.

“There is nothing cloistral, a- 
cetic or visionary in the compo- 
sition of Giuseppe Sarto, who is 
full of life and joy. His singu- 
lariy handsome face seldom 
lacks a pleasant smile, emanat- 
ing, one might say, from an 
agreenble sense of all that is 
good Ind noble in the world, and 
looking upon the fnan as he 
moves and works among his 
friends, one would be tempted te 
regard him as a near approach 
to the old ideal, a healthy mind 
in a healthy body. 

“His love of justice has caused 
justice to be. done to himeelf, 
even by his adversaries, who are 
those of his church. Born of a 
simple peasant family, Giuseppe 
Sarto has ever been proud of his 
extraction. to which he often 
traced the source of any good 
qvalities of which he is pos- 
sessed. He once remarked to a 
friena of mine in Venice: ‘Good 
men are of all countries, races, 
times and classes, but you find 
more of them tilling the soll than 
manufacturing its products.’ 

“Neither his almost exclusive 
devotion to the church, nor his 
multifarious duties as bishop have 
ever weakened the supremacy 
which his humble parents have 
ever enjoyed in his affections. 
Periodically he would quit the

ILLS CURTAIL PRODUCT 
OWING TO HIGH COTTON. 


REDUCTION OF ONE-QUARTER FOR 
PRESENT MONTH. 


Fifty-five Mills Announce Inten- 
tion of Curtailing in Addition to the 
Forty-four Which Have Already Re- 
duced Their Output.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] The cotton mills of the 
United States are evidently curtailing 
their product as the result of high 
cotton more than is generally sup- 
posed. The Journal of Commerce has 
made special inquiries as to the extent 
of this curtailment. Questions were 
addressed to a number of the largest 
mills North and South, and replies 
have thus far been received from about 
ninety-one mills, having a capacity ap- 
proximating 5,000,000 spindles, or nearly 
one-quarter of the spindles in the 
United States. 7 

As just said, the curtailment, pres- 
and prospective, is greater than is gen- 
erally known, for out of the ninety-one 
mills reporting, forty-four have already 
reduced their output, and fifty-five 
mills announce their intention of cur- 
tailing between now and the new cron. 

Good authorities have already esti- 
mated a reduction of 25 per cent. in 
the output during August, and if the 
shut-down movement continues 
grow, this ratio is likely to be ex- 
ceeded. It is noticeable that the mills 
which have neither shut-down nor in- 
tend so doing are few, and are usu- 
ally those which secured their raw 
cotton in advance. 

Out of twenty-seven mills reported, 
ten have already curtailed their out- 


put, and thirteen report their intention 
{ of curtailing more or less until the 


new crop arrives. The Southern mills 
appear to be in much the same posi- 
tion regarding their cotton supply as 
the Northern mills, and the reduction 
of the output is as common there as 
in the North.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] With the recurrence of hot 
weather in San Francisco, according 
to the reports made to the public 
health service, there are signs of an 
increase in plague casem From last De- 
cember up to the Ist of July there had 
been but two cases and these did not 
prove fatal. Four new cases, however, 
occurred in July and one proved fatal, 
and on bacteriological examination it 
was pronounced undoubtedly a plague 
case. 

The health authorities of this city are 
employing the same rigorous measures 
to stamp out the disease that were in- 
augurated in compliance with the de- 
termination of the convention of health 
experts in Washington, last November. 
The death rMe of Chinatown, San 
Francisco, which™“has about twelve 
thousand population, was 31 last month, 
while that of the whole city was 23. 
The health inspectors went over 724 
buildings last month, reinspected 5947 
rooms occupied by Chinese and in- 
spected separately 5686 Chiname?. Dur- 
ing the month they disinfected with 
carbolic acid 3131 rooms, houses and 
yards in Chinatown. 

Under the new regulation offering a 
bounty for rats, the health authorities 
received the bodies of 259 rats, all of 
which were bactertologically examined 
for indications of plague. The authori- 
ties are continuing their policy of con- 
demning and vacating unsanitary tene- 
ments. Recently, the practice of flush- 
ing sewers in Chinatown was begun as 
a precaution against plague.

UBLIC WORK AND UNIONISM. 
Recent events in the Public Print- 
ing Office at Washington have served 
to call attention to a state of affairs 
existing in that institution which 
ought never to exist in any institution 
supported at public expense. The 
ease of Miller, discharged from the 
bindery department because he had 
been expelled from the Binders’ 
Union, and reinstated by order of the 
President, is of sufficient importance 
to call for an investigation of the 
thole question of the conduct of the 
blic Printing Office by Congress. 
Guch an investigation is in fact im- 
peratively demanded, and Congress 
wil be seriously derelict in its duty 
if it shall fail to take the matter up 
and pursue it to a sane and definite 
conclusion, no matter where it may 


lead. 
It-ought hardly to be necessary to 
sist upon the simple proposition 


that all work of la public character 
should be equally accessible of perfor- 
mance and equally open to competi- 
tion by all citizens, without reference 
to their political, social, religious, 
industrial, or other affiliations. To 
state this proposition is to state a 
truth so self-evident, so axiomatic, 
that its successful denial is impossi- 
bie. Yet for many years the Public 
Printing Office of the United States 
has been a closed institution to all 
members of the printing craft not be- 
langing to the Typograpbical Union, 
@ secret organization numbering less 
than one-third of the competent print- 
ers of the Fnited States. With arro- 
gant and impudent assumption past 
- gil believing, this secret, narrow and 
proscriptive organization has held 
epossession of this necessary public in- 
stitution, upported by the taxes ley- 
fed upon all citizens, barring out from 
employment all persons not belonging 
to the secret society referred to. it 
has been, and is today, useless for any 
printer outside of the union to apply 
to the Public. Printing Office for em- 
ployment. Inside the office, the arbi- 
trary and often outrageously unjust 
rules of the union have had full sway, 
to the immense loss of the govern- 
Ment, as these rules almost invariably 


favor the minimum of work for the 


Maximum of pay. Thus the Public 
Printing Office of the United States 
has been run practically as a close 
corporation, for the sole and exclusive 
benefit of the Typographical Union, 
aithough supported by forced contri- 
butions from the people of the nation 
at large. | | 

The injustice—the monstrous wrong 
of this condition of affairs is too 
obvious to require emphasis. That 
the wrong has been permitted to con- 
tinue unchecked so long is due in 
ehief part to the cowardice, the weak- 
Bess, and the subserviency of polit!- 
cal poltroons, in Congress and in other 
positions of power and responsibility. 
Its continuance has also been due in 
pert, no doubt, to the lack of a pub- 
lic realization of the flagrancy of the 
Wrong itself. In order that trouble 
Might be avoided, the issue was al- 
lowed to rest, year after year, while the 
Typographical Union gang of free- 
booters plundered the public treasury 
at their tl! The plunder has 
amounted to millions upon millions of 
Gollars since this gang of industrial 
bandits has held possession of this 
important and necessary branch of 
the public service. If the work had 
been performed by private contract, 
many millions of dollars would 


thereby have been saved to the tax- 
payers.of the nation. 


The President has gone on record 
with the public declaration that no 
person shall be debarred from work 
in any position under the government 
because of non-membersbip in a trade 
union. This attitude is eminently 
right and just. The President's cour- 
age in taking this position is far and 
away above that of the politician, or 
the average holder of public office. 


lent in this position to the last, if 
e will but stand fast—and there is 
ittle doubt that he will do so. He 
vill find, if he does not already know, 
nat the people of the United States 
are infinitely greater and more power- 
‘ul than are the aggregated members 
of any secret organization or of all 
ereanizations combined, no 
matter how arrogant they may be.

Miller case will not have been set- 
tiled. The fact that this great abuse 
has been permitted to continue so 
long is no excuse for continuing it 
longer. Let us have “equal rights for 
all, special privileges for none.“

ENEFITS OF WATER ECONOMY. 
From statements made by Super- 


| intendent Mulholland of the city wa- 


ter department it appears that the 
people of Los Angeles are using at 
the present time practically the same 
gross quantity of water as was sup- 
plied to them in 1901, although there 
are 30,000 more users. Or, expressing 
the matter in a different way, the 
present per capita consumption is 235 
galions per diem, as against 356 gal- 
lons per diem in 1901. It should be 
observed, in this connection, that 
even the present rate of consumption 
is considerably higher than is nec- 
essary, and higher than the per capita 
consumption » most American cities. 
If. however, as we presume, the 
amount of water used for street- 
sprinkling, flushing of sewers, etc., is 
inctuded in the statement, the actual 
per capita consumption is not so ex- 
cessive as would appear at first sight. 

The gratifying information is kur- 
nished by Mr. Mulholland that the 
supply of water for domestic purposes, 
at the present rate of consumption, 
is abundant, and that it will be am- 
ple for a long time to come, if the 
wastage can be kept down to a rea- 
sonable figure. The reduction of the 
per capita consumption from 356 gal- 
lons per day in 1901 to 235 gallons 
per day im 1903, is attributed by Su- 
perintendent Mulholland. to the in- 
stallation of some fifteen hundred 
meters. Basing his estimate upon the 
great saving effected by these fifteen 
hundred meters, the superintendent 
expresses the opinion that the instal- 


will reduce the per capita consumption 
of water to not more than 150 gallons 
per day. This will be a reasonable 
and moderate rate of consumption, 
which should be satisfactory all 
around. 
It may be set down as an absolute 
certainty that the meter system for 
all water consumers will be installed 


ture. It is the only equitable system 
St water distribution, especially in a 
scection where the necessity for con- 
servation of the supply is so; pressing 
as it is in Southern California. Un- 
der the meter system each consumer 
will pay for the amount of water 
‘which he uses, and no more—which 
is manifestly fair all around. 

Nothing could so effectively stop 
the wanton or thoughtless waste of 
water as the installation of meters for 
all consumers; for every usér would 
then find it to his interest to repair 
leaky faucets, and to prevent the need- 
less tlow of water from his service 
pipes in every way possible. 
system, when fully installed. will set- 
tle the water question in Los Angeles 
probably for all time to come. There 
is water in abundance for all legiti- 
mate uses, even after the city shall 
have quadrupled in population. But 
as for the wanton waste which would 
ensue, should the meter system be 
discarded, there is not now enough 
water at the sources of supply to 
meet it. Millions of gallons for legi- 
timate use, but not a galion for wast- 
age, should -be and evidently is the 
motto ot the water department. This 
position is eminently right and it 
should receive the approval and sup- 
port of all citizens.

nus WITH TRAVELERS. 


Frank A. Hubbell of Albuquerque, N. 
M., chairman of the Territorial Repub- 
lican Central Committee, who arrived 
at the Hollenbeck yesterday, says that 
the fight for Statehood for New Mexico 
and Arizona will be waged with greater 
vigor in the coming session of Con- 
gres than has characterized the con- 
flict heretofore. He thinks a joint bill 
will be passed—that is, a bill incorpor- 
ating New Mexico and Arizona in one 
State. He says: “President Roosevelt 
is not opposed to the admission of New 
Mexico, but is opposed to the admission 
of Arizona because of its floating min- 
ing population that builds a town here 
one day and moves the town to another 
locality the next.“ Hitched on to the 
tail of the New Mexico kite, however, 
Hubbell thinks Arizona has a show for 
Salvation. Speaking on this topic last 
evening, Mr. Hubbell said: 

“Senator Quay of Pennsylvania and 
Senator Elkins of West Virginia will 
lead the fight for the joint bill. I am 
satisfied that if they use their best en- 
deavors they will carry the bill through 
and I am satisfied they will use those 
endeavors, for the reason that they are 
personally interested in some railroad 
properties in the Territories. At the 
same time, I cannot refrain from the 
remark that in my opinion 90 per cent. 
of the people in New Mexico are unal- 
terably opposed to this joint bill. The 
people of New Mexico are almost a unit 
in the belief that our claims should 
stand on their own bottom and that 
New Mexico is entitled to Statehood 
without consideration of the claims 
that may be added by Arizona. 

“New Mexico has a population of 
350,000, while the State of Nevada has 
only 45,000, and Wyoming, I think, lays 
claim to only 65,000. For the benefit of 
those Republican members of Congress 
who deem to fear an addition to the 
Democratic vote in the national elec- 
toral college, I would like to add that 
New Mexico can be counted upon as a 
Republican State. We ve 10,900 Re- 
publican majority in thé late election. 
and will increase that majority at the 
coming poll.“ 

Mr. Hubbell was one of the men who 
led the fight resulting recently in the 
removal of United States District Court 
Justice Daniel H. McMillan of New 
York, who was assigned to the Socorro 
district of ‘New Mexico. Touching this 
subject, Mr. Hubbell. said: 

The removal of Justice McMillan, 
more than anything else that has come 
under my personal notice, typifies the 
oft-repeated assertion as to President 
Roosevelt's personal conduct of his of- 
fice. The effort for the removal of Mr. 
McMillan was about as strenuous’ as 
you might wish. The only thing more 
strenuous was the opposition to tis 
removal, unless it was the President's 
overruling of that opposition, which, I 

esume, may be classed as more stren- 
uous, though it didn’t seem to cost him 
much effort. Mr. McMillan had the 
backing of most pawerful influences. 
He had many of the prominent Repub- 
licans of our Territory and many Dem- 
ocrats. He had the Senators from his 
own State and many others in Wash- 
ington, whose influence is supposed to 
be paramount. His removal seemed un- 
likely when I made a trip to Washing- 
ton just to see what was doing, and 
secured an audience with the Prest- 
dent. Mr. Root, the Secretary of War, 
was one of Mr. McMillan's supporters. 
He was called in and declared that Mr. 
MoMillan must be retained. President 
Roosevelt said he would have to look 
aver the papers, and, having done so, 
remarked, ‘Why, this man is rotten. 
He must go.’ And go he did, as you 
know.” 

Speaking of the political situation in 
New Mexico, Mr. Hubbell said: 

„B. 8. Rodey, our present Delegate 
to Congress, is a candidate for re- 
election, and will probably be returned, 
though I understand that Charles 
Pease of Las Vegas, and others are in 
the field for the nomination. Mr. Rodey 
is comitted to the joint Statehood 
bill, and will back up the efforts of 
Senators Quay and Elkins in that 
fight.”

ASK OPINION. 
CIVIL SERVICE S6PSSION. 

The Civil Service Commission was 
informed yesterday afternoon of the 
action taken by the Police Commission 
in reinstating Officers Cottle, Rosso 
and Edwards as patrolmen under rule 
XI. The commissioners were not sure 
that they could answer the requisitions 
made upon them, and referred the ap- 
plications to the City Attorney for an 
opinion. 

Rule XI, as printed elsewhere, says 
that men may be reinstated in the 
positions they formerly occupied with- 
out examination within two years from 
the time they are compelled to leave 
the department. The point was made 
at the session yesterday that it had 
been years since the officers acted as 
patrolmen, and that it would be im- 
possible to reinstate them as patrol- 
men after the lapse of so much time. 

Fire Commissioners Thomson and 
Yates appeared before the Civil Service 
Board to explain the necessity of 
adopting a different classification for 
the fire department. It was suggested 
by Commissioner Thomson that first 
and second-class and :elief engineers 
be included in the same class, and first, 
second and third-class drivers in an- 
other class. The d adopted the 
suggestion and embodied it in a new 
classification, which was unanimously 
approved. Under this schedule the fire 
department is divided into six grades, 
the first teing the assistant chief en- 
gineer; the second, the captains, first 
and second class; the third, lieutenants. 
Grade 4A included the engineers. 
grade 4B, the drivers, and grade 5 the 
hosemen, laddermen, tillermen ang 
stokers. Progression from the bottom 
to the top of this grade ladder is regu- 
lar, except that an engineer cannot 
take the examination for drivers, and 
vice versa. 

On July 23 the six months’ probation- 
ary period for all employés of the city 
expired, and they are now included in 
the classified civil service, and 
— be discharged without a hear- 
ng. 

The first instance of the pinch of this 
shoe came to light yesterday. Street 
Superintendent Werdin notified the 
Civil Service Commission that he had 
dispensed with the services of F. A. 
Wills as inspector of street sprinkling 
for disobedience of orders. The letter 
was orginally dated in July, but was 
changed to August 1. The secretary of 
the board was instructed to inform 
Superintendent Werdin that he could 
not discharge Wills without a hearing 
unless that employé desired to present 
his resignation. 

Health Officer Powers notified the 
hoard thet Quarantine Guard A. G. 
Rurt had been dropped for disobeying 
quarantine rules, and that Guard J. 
HW. Faulkner had been dropped for 
sleeping white on guard. The dism!s- 
nls were allowed to stand. as the 
men only recently passed the civil- 
service examination, and were stil] on 
roba tion. 

Tt was decided to give ora! examina- 
‘lions for fenitors in cases where the 
spplicants can neither read nor write. 


GET POSITIONS. 
OFFICERS REINSTATED. 

Rule XI of the Civil Service Com- 
mission may prove a saving grace to 
Officers Ray ©. Cottle, George W. 
Rosso and L. N. Edwards. 

These officers have been suing in the 
court to secure reinstatement in the 
positions they occupied before their de- 
ratement last March. The general im- 
pression has been that they would not 
recover their official positions through 
the courts, and, if they did so, the Po- 
ice Commission or the Civil Service 
Commission would immediately pro- 
ceed to try them on charges that would 
ve forthcoming. 

Certainly the prospect was not very 
pleasing to the officers directly at- 
ected, as a decision against them in 


.be court would read them out of the 
vo Department altogether. But 
wh there is a will there is a way. 


AT the session of the Police Commis- 


sion yesterday morning it was voted 
o make requisition on the Civil Ser- 
ce Commission for the reinstatement 
»f the three officers. Mayor Snyder put 
ihe matter very nicely. 

“When these three officers were de- 
rated last M „Said he, it was not 
the intention of the Police Commission 
to run them out of the department. it 
was merely intended to discipline them 
for disobeying the rules. Now it seems 
that our action will have the effect of 
putting these men entirely out of the 
department unless some further action 
is taken. 

“There is, however, a rule adopted by 
the Civil Service mission which 
permits the reinstatement of men 
within a certain time provided they 
were not removed for cause. It was 
owing to no fault of these men tha 
they were forced entirely out of the 
department. as it was merely intended 
to derate them.” 

Rule XI reads as follows: “A va- 
cancy in any position which has been 
or may hereafter be classified under 
these rules upon requisition of the 
proper officer and the certificate of the 
commission. may be filled bv the rein- 
statement, without examination. of any 


person who. within two vears next pre-“ 


cedine the date of said requisition. han. 
through no delinquency or misconduct, 
been separated from a position in- 
cluded with the claseified service at 
the date of sald requisition. and in the 
denartment or office and that branch a 
the service In which said vacancy ex 
itts: provided that for original en- 
trance to the position pnronoaed to be 
filled’ bw reinstatement there is not re-

Health Officer Powers told the board 
that the contractor was to have been 
at the meeting to ask for time to pre- 
pare a new garbage district map, or 
request some changes in the present 
one, as concerned the days of collec- 
tion.. According to the contract, the 
garbage in every section of the city 


must be collected three times a week | 


on days to be agreed upon by the 
ontractor and the Board of Health. 
It seems that these days have not 
been agreed upon, and this may be 
one of the reasons the contractors will 
give for their failure to carry out the 
contract. . 

When these facts were brought out, 
Mayor Snyder wanted to know why 
the Health Officer had not recom- 
mended certain days for collections, 
and Powers stated that the contractor 
was to have been present at the meet- 
ing to discuss that matter. As he was 
not there, Mayor Snyder declared em- 
phatically that the contract should 
be enforced and that the Board of 
Health had no right to change the 
contract in any way. The garbage 
inspector's report showed that from 
July 16 to August 1 there had been 


twenty-five places from which no gar- 


bage . been taken, and a motion 
was cafried that the money repre- 
senting this number of places should 
be deducted from the monthly con- 
tract price. Mayor Snyder did not 
want any recommendations made for 
paying the contractors anything, be- 
cause the board did not know how 
the work had been carried out. The 
result was that the board passed up 
to the Health Officer the contractor’s 
proposition to make two collections a 
week instead of three, with the in- 
struction to enforce the contract as 
far as he could. | 

For the information of citizens gen- 
erally it may be stated that accord- 
ing to the contract the garbage must 
be collected three times a week all 
over the city, and where this is not 
done, the contract is violated. In the 
district included in the boundaries of 
Los Angeles, Seventh and Hill streets, 
north to Bernardo street, it is collect- 
ed all the year three times a week, 
and in the other parts of the city, 
only twice a week, except in the 
months from April to September, both 
inclusive. 

It was tacitly understood that col- 
lections should be made only twice a 
week outside of the above district unt! 
the Board of Health and the contractor 
could have a conference, but Mayor 
Snyder took the bit in his teeth last 
night and carried through the plan to 
have the collections made three times 
a week as long as the contract calls 


for that number, without waiting 
longer for the contractor to discuss 
the matter. 


Garbage cans, broken bottles, old 
sacks and other refuse things were 
raked over in an indifferent way in 
the effort to find something that might 
add to the general knowledge of how 
to make a contract effective, but noth- 
ing was found. A few bills were 
audited, the Mayor delivered himself 
of his unconscious philosophy on what 
might, could or should be done, and 
then the board adjourned. *

SCHOOL OF FORESTRY. 

On Thursday and Friday of this week 
two members of the United States Bu- 
reau of Forestry will address the stu- 
dents of the summer school of forestry 
now being held under the auspices of 
the University of California at Idyli- 
wild, in the San Jacinto forest reserve. 

Ralph 8. Hosmer, who is in charge of 
the investigation of the forest condi- 
tions in Southern California, now be- 
ing carried on by the United States 
Bureau of Forestry, in cooperation 
with the State, and T. P. Lukens of 
Pasadena, who is an agent of the Bu- 
reau of Forestry, left Pasadena this 
morning for Idyllwild. 
will give two lectures, illustrated by 
stereopticon lantern slides, on the for- 
ests and the forest conditions of the 
Southern California mountains. Mr. 
Lukens, from his intimate knowledge of 

region, is peculiarly well fitted to 
give these lectures, and those who are 
so fortunate as to hear them will geta 
clear idea of the great importance of 
the forest on the steep mountain sides 
and of the great part which the trees 
play as conservers of water. Among 
his slides Mr. Lukens has a number of 
views of individual trees as well as of 
the forest as a whole. These will be of 
great help to the tree students in the 
way of assisting them to identify the 


Mr. Hosmer will talk on the work 
which the Bureau of Forestry is doing 
in the State this summer, and will ex- 

lain what methods of investigation are 

ing used and what results may be 
expected from this study. These lec- 
tures will be very informal and will be 
followed by discussion which will bring 
home the important points. 

Prof. Lukens will be assisted in his 
lectures by Horace Gaylard of the 
Throop Polytechnic School. Mr. Hos- 
mer also has one assistant, R. W. 
Ayres. After attending the meeting 
Mr. Hosmer and Mr. Ayres will make a 
trip from Idyllwild through the moun- 
tains to San Diego, examining the for- 
est land in that region. This trip will 
last for about ten days.

COVINA: 

FROM FIELD TO FRYING PAN. 

COVINA, Aug. 4—Yesterday the 
Griffith Bros.’ Milling Company of Co- 
vina started their new cereal mill, on 
Citrus avenue, with a unique record, 
which is a world beater. This firm ts 
farming thousands of acres on the 
Baldwin ranch, south of the town, and 
has erected this mill at g cost of $10,- 
000, to handle their own grain in the 
manufactured product. 

_As an evidence of what can be done 
in California with the improved: ma- 
chinery now operating on this ranch, 
wheat was cut, thrashed, hauled one 
mile and a half to the mill, ground into 
meal, baked into pancakes and gem 
cakes and served to all Comers in one 
hour and thirty minutes. 

The wheat was cut, thrashed and 
sacked by a “Best” steam combined 
harvester, the one operating on this 
ranch being the largest machine of 
this description in the world. Moving 
pictures have been taken of this ma- 
chine in operation and at the request 
of the commissfoners will be reproduced 
at the St. Louls Exposition. 

The mill as just completed has a 
capacity of one ton per day, and will 
turn out whole-wheat flour, graham, 
cornmeal and cream of wheat. In ad- 
dition to this the barley roller will 
crush forty tons per day. The machin- 
ery was installed by the McKain: Man- 
ufacturing Company of Los Angeles.

THE SINFUL SHRIKE. 

The loggerhead shrike (lanius ludo- 
vieanus) comes to the Northern States 
in early spring and stays all summer. 
He replaces his brother, the 
nerthern shrike, which has spent the 
winter with us and has retreated be- 
yond the Canadian bordg with the 
first touch.of warm weather, 

The loggerhead is a slate gray, black 
and white creature, with a smail hawk- 
like bill. He is a curiously interesting 
bird, and the deviltry in him rather 
adds to his interest. He loves bird 
brains. and he uses his own brains to 
good advantage in obtaining them. He 
sits in a tree top, apparently 
cently surveying the landscape, until 
some small bird, a chickadee, a gold- 
finch or some other feathered tid-bit 
flies by, and then the loggerhead gets 
after ti in full chase. Unless the quarry 
can reach the cover of a thicket the 
ehrike seizes it, strikes its beak through 
the skull and then bears the victim ta 
a tree, where the murderer feasts on 
brains. 

After appeasing its -appetite the 
shrike hangs the body of its victim In 
the crotch of two small branches or 
impales it upon a thorn. What the 
bird does this for it is hard to tell, for 
it rarely returns te the quarry. The 
loggerhead isn't bad through and 
through. however. It eats thousands 
of the larger insects during its nest- 
ina season. and kills all the small 


| snakes in sight, though this latter act 


perhaps canot be put down as a ser- 
vice, for small snakes have their place 
in the economy of nature and ard man 
in many ways.

There is a much better opportunity 
to watch the predatory habits of the 
great northern shrike than there is to 
observe those of the loggerhead. The 
northern bird is with us in winter, and 
hunger drives him into the cities, 
where he carries on the laudable work 
of killing English sparrows. One of 
these birds daily visited a tree in front 
of my Window overlooking a busy city 
street. Almost invariably he caught a 
sparrow. Once after he had struck a 
victim it escaped from him and fell 
fluttering to a snow bank. @ picked up 
the sparrow and killed it to put it out 
of its misery. It had a clean, round 
hole in its skull. How the shrike made

CAPTURED AND KILLED. 

On another occasion I witnessed a bit 
of shrike strategy. The bird ap- 
parently that the crevices in the cor- 
nice of a big city building afforded re- 


treats for the sparrows. It flew along 


the cornice fluttering its wings and lit- 
erally “beating the coverts.” A fright- 
ened sparrow flew out and the shrike 
rave chase. The sndrrow zigzagged in 
its flight, bothering its pursuer not a 
little. The shrike “overran” the Spar- 
row time after time, but finally seized 
it just as it reached the edge of a 
thick bush, in the heart of which it 
would have been safe. The victim was 
killed and its brains were eaten with 
an appetited sharpened by the chase. 
The shrike is a smalier bird than the 
robin. It sings well and it is hard 
to account for its predatory habits.

I have seen birds of many kinds 
drink of the waters of a spring that 
smelled to heaven while not ten yards 
away was a sweet flowing fountain. 
To be sure, the spring where the song- 
sters drank was medicinal, and man 
partook freely while he held his nose 
Possibly long before man ‘came the 
birds had found the virtue that was 
in the waters. 

FOND OF POTATO BUGS. 

The -breasted grosbeak, one of 
our common summer residents, has in 
recent years developed a food fondness 
for which the farmer rises up and calls 
nim blessed. The grosbeak has found 
potato bugs to his liking and he de- 
stroys the pests by the hundreds. A 
pair rose-breasts in a potato fleld 
will do all the service of 1 arrel of 
paris green. and will leave no poison 
traces behind tu mar the results of 
their work. The rose-breast 1s the very 
Beau Brummel of birds. Ris appear- 
ance would denote a taste fur amiro- 
sia, but potato bugs are to his liking, 
and who will quarrel with a preference 
directed along the lines of such us:- 
fulness to mankind?
